The wool markets have fairly opened
up, and henceforth the sales will be nu-

They esay they were
deceived in regard to the wages to be
paid; were poorly fed and counld not
stand the climate. Chrie Palnam and
M. 8. Rinehart, two other members of
the party, left Central America at the
same time, and will spend some time
visiting in the Eastern states before re-
torning home.

Farmers from different parts of Sher-
man, Klickitat and $Wasco counties
state that barvesting is in full blast in
all three counties, In Bherman much
grain is being prepared for market by
meang of the combined harveaters,
while in Wasco and Klickitat counties
the herders and threshers are used prin-
cipally to harvest the crop. The reason
that combines are not nséd more exten-
gively in Wasco county is that the fields
are comparatively emali and the gronnd
too rough for such large machines.

OUR BOYS HEARD FROM.

Some Interesting Leiters to Parents and
Friends.

A large number of letters arrived from
our boys in the Philippines during the
past few dave—eo many, in fact, thut to
publish a fractional part of them wouald
61l up more space than we could afford
fo give.

The tollowing are a few extracts speak-
ing of the trip from Honolulu to the
Philippines: *

From Honolula to the Ladrones, the
trip was withont accident. The only
amusement being the target practice of
the gunnere on the Charleston, who dis-
played excellent markemanship, shoot-
ing atn barrel at balf a mile range, hit-
ling it nearly every time.

The expedition reached the Ladrones
at 4 o’clock on the morning of July 20tL,
and the Charleston steamed into Guam
harbor firing eleven shots at the fort,
which is an antivoated etructure built
in 18IS,

The governor-general did not know
war had been declared, and thought the
firing was a salute from a friendly ship.
He would have returned the esalate but
could not find powder with which todo
€0. On the 215t he and his stafl came
on board the Charleston and were made
prisoners of war. The garrison congsist-
ed of 1UE soldiers, and they were taken
on board che transports to Cavite.

From the Ladrones to the Philippines
the trip was withoot incident, On June
20th the expeditice was met by Lthe
cruiser Baltimore, which led the way
tnto Manila Harbor on the 30th.

After arriving at Cavite the soldiers
were kept on board the transports, and
could eee the engagewents between the
Spaniards and the insurgents about
Manila.

Both Mr. Lemiszon and Mr, Ballard,
from whom letters have been received,
gpoke of being anxious to get into active
service, and said that sentiment pre-
vailed among the Oregon troops, They
speak of being well treated and com-
iortably clothed, having received brown
dock nniformes, which were much more
comfortable than the regular blue uni-
forms of the army. On the way [rom
Honolula to Cavite, the food eupply ran
pretty short, and they were allowed on-
ly two meals & day the latier part of the
journey., On arriving at Cavite, how-
ever, they were well supplied and were
given their regular rations. Native
Philippines came ount in boats every day
with froit and vegetablen for eale., The
boys are anxious to hear from home,
and their friends desiring to write are
requested to address them in care of
Capt. H. L. Wells, Co. L, SBecond Ore—~
gon Voluonteers.
